The parents and the 
teachora owe a duty not only to the children themselves and to the 
troth, but also to the Britivbh Empire of the future, whose welfare 
will lio largely in the hands of thosa who ara now at school or io 
the pureery. Even bera in the Hust, let alone ot Home, the 
fact is impreseed on eversone of ua n score of times in a woek thet, 
before the war, the duties involved by British citizenship were not 
by any means enflicien'ly realised. Io a looaa sortof way wo owned 
ouraelvea che King’s subjecta, but anyone who went much farther 
than that—anyoue, for instance, who dared to assert that oach 
individual should placo hia services uoreservedly at the diapona) of

THB STRYPA SUCCESS,

violent counter-attack, Deaperste fighting continues in the Dwinsk
